Wayne Martin, Assistant Agricultural 
Re Dee tate who was the guest 
speaker@and the new plant manager, Paul 
Smith and Mrs. Smith. Don McKinnon, 
Presidemt, occupied the chair. 

_ The chairman welcomed the guest and 
members also reviewed the activites and 
accomplishments during the past year, 
which included the opening of two more 
cheese stores; one at Bow Lake on 
Highway 28 and preparations of a second 
one at Whitby, Ont. 

- Stewart Cooke presented the financial 
report for 1976 which revealed another 


-successful year. This was accomplished by 


the co-operation of all members of the 
production, processing and the sales staff. 
There were 14,396,000 pounds of milk

quality cheese.

Wood each had a few words of comment, 
and expressed confidence in the dairy 
industry. 

Mrs. Tobin expressed appreciation for 
the co-operation received and Paul Smith 
said he was pleased to be promoted, and 
asked for the same co-operation which the 
manager has always received. 

Director Don Wannamaker introduced 
the guest speaker, Wayne Martin, who 
spoke on farm management. Profitability 
depends on manageability and vocational 
time, he said. 

Manageability is the time spent on 
planning and vocational is the time spent in 
actually doing the task, he said. Records 
are very important, as is a study of a 
successful feeding program, such as 
analyzing the protien available in crops, he 
said. There are five points in gooa 
management: 1, getting ideas and making 
observations; 2, making analysis of 
observations; 3, making decisions on 
changes to be made; 4, taking action in 
following through; and S, acceptance of 
responsibility in making the decision. 

Director Christie Bailey thanked the 
speaker’ for his excellent address and 
presented him with a block of cheese. 

Before adjournment Mr. Hubbs con- 
ducted the election of three directors. Each 
year three directors of the nine-man board 
retire and may be eligible for a second

Basin faucets use 
up to two to five gallons’per minute, a 
wee five to 15 gallons per minute, a 
bath 25 gallons average, and an outdoor 
hose five to 10 gallons per minute.

‘Do it yourself 
program grows 


There has been a remarkable increase 
recently in the use of do it yourself A.I. 


among purebred dairy herds in Canada’, - 


commented DAvid Clemons, Secretary, 
Artificial Insemination Division, Joint 
Dairy Breeds Committee of Canada. ‘‘Not 
only is there a substantial increase in 
Canadian totals, but there is a remarkable 
growth in the share which Ontario breeders 
represent’’. 

The Joint Dairy Breeds Committee 
requires that owners of ao dairy 
cattle obtain a permit if they wish to 
perform artificial insemination services 
themselves in their own herds, rather than 
have a technician from the A.I. Unit do the 
work for them. These permits are issued on 
an annual basis. 

In 1975, 474 permits were issued by 
Joint Dairy Breeds for all of Canada. Only 
113 of these were for Ontario farmers. In 
1976, the national figure rose to 650, with 
Ontario taeng over one-third at 232 

rmits. Already at the end of March 1977, 

22 permits had been issued in Canada, 
180 of these in Ontario. It should be noted, 
however, that there are now two kinds of 
permits available, one for purebred cattle 
and one for unregistered cattle at $25 and 
$10 each respectively. Previously, the more 
expensive permit was necessary for all 
cattle. 

“The growth in do it yourself A.I. offers 
conveniences for some farmers, but 
difficulty for artificial insemination units 
and breed associations. Additionally, many 
farmers find it impractical or unecono- 
mic’’, comments Mr..Clemons. Discussion 
on the merits of do it yourself A.I. 
continues across Canada and in several 
other countries as well. Breeders are 
advised to consider all the factors carefully 
before entering into the time and expense 
necessary for courses, equipment, etc.

What do vou do with an old. old dog? 

» Regular readers of this corner will. remember our 
dog. Jake. 

We think he is almost 20 years old. Somewhere around 
the house is a picture of him as a puppy ‘and the date 
on the picture is 1958.

He 
would disappear for many hours and wearily. grinning 
from ear to ear with his tongue lolling, come bounding 
home after a day's debauch somewhere. 

He's an epileptic. the vet tells us. Once or twice a year. 
ever since he was a puppy. he would have a seizure and 
scare us silly. In a few hours after a good sleep and a 
pao of water. he'd be his: crazy self again, bounding 

round like a puppy. 

iie has helped us raise two daughters to maturity and 
until recently, he helped us with our third daughter who 
is now 10 years old, just about half the age of old Jake. 

He was so well-known in Elmira that many people 
stopped to say hello to him instead of the‘driver. He would 
let loose with a gay bark to the delight of those who spoke 
to him. 

He had a few girlfriends over the years. Again, he 
would disappear for hours, sometimes days, and we 
would find him parked near the. house of a bitch in heat. 
looking inanely. foolishly at her front door. One summer. 
he parked himself right in the middle of the road and 
sat there stupidly and lasciviously, longingly looking to-. 
ward a house with an irate owner ready to kick him a 
block. Cars had to detour around him. We are still grate-

ful they did. 

But he is too old now for any of that nonsense. 

He has ‘been going slowly blind for a couple of years 
and now. he is deaf as a post. He can't even hear a whistle 
these days.

But his—stout heart is still going 
strong but his rear end has betrayed him. His back legs 
just simply won't obey him any longer. Every now and 
again, the legs collapse and he sprawls in an undignified 
heap on,the floor or the ground. 

He used to come out to the barn with me regularly after 
gaining considerable respect for the horses. He learned the 
‘hard way. too,: after getting a kick on the snout that 
knocked him clean across the corral. . 

But he has to be almost carried outside these days 
because that pesky rear end won't obey his old brain. 
The muscles, the vet says, are atrophying. He is just 
too old to cut the mustard any more. 

He spends about 22 hours a day sleeping on the woollen 
rug at the side door. People come and go and instead of 
exploding when visitors arrive. he finally senses some- 
one new in the room and looks around. puzzled, and stag- 
gers over to welcome them. 

About ‘the only thing. that still works right is that sen- 
sitive nose of his. Open a tin of dog food 40 feet away and 
he'll laboriously naul his’ weary old body up and stagger 
towards the odor. 

It is really a pathetic sight when he falls over. grunts 
disgustedly, and wearily gets to his feet again. 

What do you do about it? I don’t own a gun as most 
readers are aware. Besides, I couldn't shoot him even if 
I did have a gun. We hate to take him to the veterinarian 
to be given the needle and take that long trip to his favor- 
ite telephone pole in the sky because he dislikes the vet 
clinic. 

We have some friefids who say he would be better off 
dead, that he is no good to himself or anyone else the way 
he staggers around the house. He's ‘a four-footed Foster 
Brooks, 

But I have the feeling that he'll go when his time is 
up and we'll just wait patiently. carrying him in and out, 
until his old Iteart decides to quit.

Don’t throw out the old mower because it 
looks a bit ancient and the paint has 
peeled, or it sounds like a fire-cracker 
when it runs, You can save money by 
investing in a thorough clean-up, under- 
neath - have the blade sharpened - new 
plugs and have it tuned. Mowers are like 
old soldiers - properly looked after they 
seldom die - they just fade away over the 
years. . 

Many amateur gardeners are prone to 

react to the ‘‘specials’’ offered by

disposal of waste products from its nuclear 
generating plants in Ontario. ; 
‘ Dr. Hatcher, who had been one of the 


representatives from AECL at the March | 


16 meeting called by Jack Ellis, MP, 
Hastings, to give the people of the area an 
opportunity to meet with government 
officials on the possibility of having a 
nuclear waste storage site located in the 
Mount Moriah area north of Madoc, said 
that ‘‘no decisions have been taken on 
Madoc or any other area’’, with regards to 
the location of such a site. 

During a question period following his 
address, Dr. Hatcher said that it would be 
the ‘‘end of the century before a decision is 
taken on the feasibility of a demonstration 
plant.’’ Earlier in his talk, Dr. Hatcher had 

inted out that a demonstration plant 
would consist of an interim storage facility 
to contain waste material from nuclear 
generating stations, a ‘factory’ for the 
extraction of useful plutonium fuel, and a 
storage facility for the disposal of the final 
wastes from the used-up plutonium. 

When asked by Daryl Kramp, a Madoc 
village councillor: ‘“‘What is AECL 
currently doing. in the area’’ near Mt. 
Moriah; Dr. Hatcher replied, ‘‘nothing, it 
doesn’t look: like we're very welcome 
here’.

Radioactive wastes trucked 
through Hastings County 


Trucks carrying radioactive waste are 
travelling through Hastings County 24 
hours a day, a meeting’ of the Mutual Aid’ 
Association of Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties was told at their monthly meeting 
in Madoc last Wednesday evening. 

The waste, according to a representative 
from the Fire Marshall’s Office in Ottawa, 
is low-grade radioactive earth which is 
being taken from Port Hope to a disposal 
site at Chalk River. 

According to the spokesman the trucks 
using highways 2, 401 and 37, and bear 
no other markings than the purple 
‘radioactive’ insignia. He cautioned the 
firemen that, although the waste was 
“very low-grade radioactive material’’, 
they should wear their breathing appar 
if they have to rescue someone in the event 
of an accident involving the vehicles. 


The transportation of the materials, 
which began on April 18 of this year and 
will continue until early November, is part

Cornell University researchers report 
trout and other species have vanished from 
perhaps half of 217 ‘‘high’’ lakes -- those 
more than 2,000 feet above sea level. 

And state biologists say many waters at 
lower altitudes are either barren or 
suffering declines in fish population. © 


The State Department of Environmental : 


Conservation (DEC) has issued a list of 90 
Adirondack lakes and ponds it says now 
nota trout or, in many cases, no fish life 
at all. 


DEC says 57 of those waters (some of 
them among the ‘“‘high’’ lakes) ‘‘once 
contained significant 
and-or other species."’ 


Most in Remote Areas 
Most lakes on the DEC ‘‘fishless’’ list 
are in remote wilderness areas. And lakes 
whose names are perhaps most familiar to 
the casual tourist or sightseer - Placid, 
Saranac, Raquette and Tupper, for 


‘. examples - are not on the list. 


Some waters, too, are ‘‘in excellent 
condition,’’ says Len Ollivett, a DEC fish 
and wildlife technician in Albany. He 
reports that, among others, the West 
Canada Lakes high in Hamilton County 


- ‘have good lake trout population.’’ 


But Burrell Buffington, a DEC senior 


aquatic biologist in, Watertown, is worried. 


‘““Evén the most pristine waters in some 
areas are getting clobbered,”’ Buffington 
declares. 

. What has happened? 


Acid Rain Blamed 
, The culprit, say many scientists, is a 
phenomenon they call acid rain. 

For decades, they. say, rain and snow 
falling on the mountains has been infected 
by sulphur and nitrogen oxides. 

They theorize the pollutants are carried 


_ by prevailing winds from industrial areas 


as distant as Buffalo, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, Detroit and even St. Louis. 
A huge ore smelting plant at Sudbury, 
‘a severe adverse 
effect,’’ accordirig to DEC researchers 
Thomas Harr and Peter E. Coffeey. _ 
They note in a department publication 
that the Sudbury plant ‘‘is said to produce 


* ten per cent of the man-made sulfur oxide 


pollutants in the North American continent 
and five per cent of the world’s man-made 
sulfur pollutants. 

The pollutants are carried aloft, the 
theory goes, for hundreds of miles and 
form dilute concentrations of sulfuric and 
nitric acid before returning to earth as 
acidic precipitation - acid rain, acid snow.

Neutralizing Capacity Dips 

In some lakes in the western 
Adirondacks, the acid-neutralizing \capa- 
city has declined about 50 per cent in/the 
ast 20 years, according to Harr/ and 
Coffey. One reason, they say, is the 
continuing fallout of acid rain. 

“Native fish populations have dis- 
appeared from many of these lakes,’’ they 
add, and ‘‘maintenance of stocked 
salmonid populations have become 
difficult...’

| CORP and Councillors 


consider common concerns 


__ by Ron Vastokas 
Several area councillors and members 
of Citizens Opposing Radioactive Pollu- 
tion (CORP) met on May 11 at the Centre 
Hastings Secondary School to discuss the 


issues relating to the possibility of a 


nuclear wast repository .and reprocessing 
plant near Madoc. 

Matters discussed at ‘the meeting 
ranged from the effect of earthquakes on 
such’a plant to the social import of a 
major new installation in the area. All 
present. agreed that the issue of safety 
was most important iss deserved more 


‘ research. 


Since CORP. has received a grant of 
$2,500 from the Porter Royal Commission

Buchanan chosen to 


At a nominating meeting held in 
Madoc last Saturday evening Elmer 
Buchanan was chosen to run for the New 
Democratic Party in the upcoming provin- 
cial election. 


Mr. Buchanan, a native of Havelock, 
Bg Ontario who teaches at Centre Hastings 


Secondary School, beat our Dr. George 
Adam, the only other contender for the 
party's nomination. 

In accepting the nomination of the 


more than 75 people on hand at the, 
Madoc Kiwanis Centre for the meeting/ 


Elmer Buchanan cited what he felt was 
the need for more jobs within the Has- 
tings-Peterborough riding. 

‘It's time we had a few jobs’’, he said, 
‘‘we've had enough of Mr. Rollins.’* This 
was in reference to Clarke Rollins, the 
Conservative M.P.P. for the riding in the 
provincial legislature. 

Mr. Buchanan went on to give his 
views on the closing of the Marmoraton 
Mine in Marmora, which is scheduled to 
be completed by 1980. 

‘It's time we addressed ourselves to 
the problem in Marmora,’’ he said, and 
pointed out that the, present government 
member for Hastings-Peterborough had 
said that when the mine is closed the site 
will be turned into a park. ‘“‘If I am elec- 
ted,’’. said Mr. Buchanan, ‘‘we can do 
more than that.”’ 

He then went on to talk about the pos- 
sible nuclear waste disposal project at 
Mt. Moriah which has Deen in the news 
lately. 

‘*! will do everything in my power ‘to 
ensure that plutonium is-not processed in 
this area,’’ he stated, ‘‘we certainly don't 
need any of it in this area.’’ 

Following the nomination of Mr. 
Buchanan as the party's candidate in the 


*June election, Dr. Charles Godfrey, NDP 
M.P.P. for Durham West, spoke to the . 


audience. 

Dr. Godfrey spoke of what he sees as 
the need to get big business to-stop pol- 
luting the lakes and rivers of Ontario. He 
said that industry contributes 3'2 times 
more solid and 10 times more fluid waste 
into the rivers and lakes of Ontario than 
householders; yet the people of the 
province have had to pay $880 million to 
clean up the industrial pollution. 

Of the upcoming election, Dr. Godfrey 
said he felt it was unnecessary. ‘*‘Minor- 
ity government was working,’ he said. 


Sports Dinner 
raises $6,000 


The Building Fund raising money to 
renovate the Tweed-Hungerford Com- 
munity Centre is $6,000 closer to its 
$175,000 objective as the result of a very 
successful All-Star Celebrity Dinner held 
in Tweed last Wednesday evening. 

The $15-a-plate dinner, which was 
attended by such big name sports person- 
alities as Tony Gabriel of the Ottawa 
Roughriders and Mike Palmateer of the 
Toronto Maple Leafs, was the fourth 
event of its kind to be connected with the 
Community Centre. The others were also 
celebrity dinners, held in 1963, 1964 and 
1965 to help raise the money needed to 
build the centre.

He commented that the election had been 
called, because ‘Bill Davis doesn’t like 
minorities."’ 


Dr. Godfrey talked about the local area 
of the province when he brought up the 
matter of radioactive tailings which were 
disposed of in the Deloro area. ‘‘The big 
lie is in Deloro,’’ he. said, ‘‘the radio- 
active ore came in, the profits went out, 
and the radioactivity remained.

On the question of soaring energy 
prices in Ontario, Mr. Buchanan stated 
that the N.D.P. would seek to rationalize 
the profits of oil companies by imposing a 
170-day freeze on oil and gas prices as 
opposed to the current 60- day freeze now 
in effect.

The joys 
of fishing 


The fishing season is underway to the 
delight of all anglers, young and old. A 
sense of adventure will cause many 
fisherpersons to try new areas; other will 
go back to old haunts because of last year’s 

eat experiences. To make sure you are 


amiliar with the regulations about fishing — 


in various parts of the province, call at one 
of the fifty district offices of the Ministry of 
Natural Resources and pick up a copy of 
(\Fishing 1977’’. It tells you all you need to 
know about open and closed seasons in any 
area you want to fish. 

The Ontario Safety League requests you 
to think of your personal safety during the 
entire angling season. It would like you to 
consider: 

- Choosing a boat suitable for the number 
in your party and the amount of gear you 
propose to take’with you. Many boats have 
capsized because they are overloaded or 
equipment is not evenly distributed over 
the bottom of the craft. Taking smaller 
loads on two trips may save your life. 
- Wearing a lifejacket when the water is 
cold. Even strong swimmers cannot move 
after about twenty minutes in very cold 
water. The Graeing oF heat from the inner 
core of the body, known as hypothermia, 
causes unconsciousness and, without a 
Bropedy scores lifejacket, drowning. 
atching the weather for st of a rising 
storm so that you can reach the nearest 
shore long before the possibility of 
swamping or capsizing. If your motor fails 
a ‘‘sea anchor’ (balling bucket tied to the 
anchor ring with a 25 foot line) will keep 
your bow -headed into the waves. 


__ - Using caution when crossing a laine body 


of open water in a canoe or small boat. 
Water is generally calm at dawn and dusk; 
cross at those times. 

- Keeping your equipment in serviceable 
order; lifejackets should be inspected at 
four aot ‘intervals for tears and wear. 
Motors should be tuned regularly and extra 
sparkplugs and shear pins should be 
carried on every trip. ; 

- Refraining from standing to caste or land 
a fish unless angling pontoons are fitted to 
your canoe or boat or unless you are fishing 
in waist-high water. 

- Drinking non-alcoholic beverages until 
you return to camp. 

- Joining an angling club so that you may 
learn from experience of others.

It 
is a certified trade union, with bargaining 
rights for RN’s in some 120 hospitals in the 
province. The professional organization of 


nurses in this province is the Registered ~ 


Nurses Association of Ontario (RNAQ). 
The standard-setting body is the College of 
Nurses of Ontario. 

2. The union is at this very time engaged in 
a crucial contract arbitration that could 
affect hospitals province-wide. 
3. A key issue in that arbitration is the 
union’s effort to obtain greater control over 
workload, and. therefore over the number 
of RN’s that hospitals must employ. 

4. Despite budget constraints, and the fact 
that Ontario RN.’s* are among the 
highest-paid in the world, the most recent 
hospital statistics show no significant 


“reduction in the ratio of overall nursing 


services to patients in 1976. 

Most of the allegations of *‘mismanage- 
ment’’ and ‘waste’’ made by the nurses’ 
union actually tell a quite different story of 
the efforts of hospitals and the people 
working in them, to adapt to the demands 
on their limited facilities. If there are any 
‘horror’ stories, I find them in a 
surprising lack of compassion shown by 
some of the nurses quoted, for people who 
look to their hospitals for help. 

There is no question that pressures upon 
active-treatment hospitals and staff would 
be eased by creation of more alternative 
services, particularly for long-term geriat- 
ric and home care patients. 

A word of warning, however. The public 
must not be misled to expect dramatic 
financial economies from such moves. The

relation to the money that might be saved 
be piuabesl & patients from acute-carée to 
long-term hospitals. In ‘fact, there is really 
no evidence that nursing a chronically-ill 
patient in an active-treatment hospital is 
more expensive than anywhere else. The 


important consideration here is not 


mythical dollar savings but the Neuer of 
placing patients in the settings best suited 
to their needs for treatment and 


- rehabilitation. That’s a tremendous chall- 


enge to any health care system in a 
constantly changing environment. 

Some Significant efforts to improve 
long-term caré arrangements have been 
promised by the government. Meanwhile, 
our public general hospitals remain on the 
front-line, coping with the needs of sick 
and ailing people. That’s their job. 

At one point, the Minister of Health was 
quoted as saying that hospital employees 
may come to him anonymously with 


complaints. Our association is glad to have 


received his assurance since, that he 
agrees with us that this would be both 
regrettable and unnecessary. If any 
hospital employee has. sincere concerns 
about conditions in his or her hospital, 
there are internal channels available just as 
in any other workplace. ;

A $25,000 gift to Trent University of | 
Peterborough Canada is helping :to put 
textbooks on tape for visually and 


physically handicapped students. 


Bell's gift is to the university's audio 
library program, which involves nearly 180 
volunteers who read texts onto tape. The 
donation will be made over a three-year 
period through Trent's Second Decadel 
‘Fund and’ has’ been given to assist 
generally with operational costs. 

Ken Witherden, Peterborough area 
manager for Bell, said the company’s gift 
was earmarked for the audio library 
because it represents ‘an area close to our 
hearts. It's a very worthwhile program”. 

Tom Nind, Trent's president. noted that 
the gift would enable the university to 
broaden the range of students supported 
by the audio library. Financial suppoort 
from the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services, he said, is made on.a per capita 


basis and assists only those students 


directly pursuing a vocation. The ministry, 
he added. had assured Trent of such 
suppos to a maximum of $52,000 for the 
coming year. : 
Lorna Hilborn, acting supervisor of the 
audio library, saic that in the current 


‘academic year it has been assisting some 


30 students, two of whom are at Trent. The 
balance are scattered through the 


“province's colleges and universities. 


Texts are taped both at the university's 
Bata library and at a downtown taping 


_ventre in George St. United Church. Ms. 


Hilborn hopes that, while the centre has 
been started under a Local Initiative 
Program grant, it will be able to continue 
beyond the end of its financing period. She 
hopes that experienced volunteers can be 
used to train inexperienced ones and that 
the downtown -centre will continue to 
function on such a basis. 

Most texts take about a week of taping, 
although a few long, complicated ones 
require much more time, Between the 
campus and downtown taping areas. about 
10 recorders are kept busy, to which must 
‘be added a number of units installed in 
private homes on each of which a minimum 
“f 10 hours of taping is done weekly. 

The program isn’t only for the registered 
blind’ noted Ms. Hilborn. “‘It’s for anyone 
who's visually handicapped and for those 
physically handicapped who, for whatever 
reasons, cannot use books.” 

Physical handicaps, she explained, 
include perceptual disorders such as

dyslexia (inability to comprehend visual 
material) in which vision is adequate but 
comprehension of writing or printed 
material is impaired. 

The audio library works closely with 
other existing services, taking care not to 
record books already taped elsewhere. In 
processing ordrs, it has access to 
catalogues of materials taped by other 
sources in North America. Trent's own 
catalogue now runs to some 800 titles. 

Ms. Hilborn noted that extensive help in 
establishing the audio library came from 
the federal and provincial governments but 
that private support in some substantial 
amount is now forthcoming. | 

She and Peter Tighe, Trent’s coordinator 
of audio-visual services and a prime mover 
in the founding of the library, expressed 
the hope that private support such as the 
Bell Canada gift continue to develop, to 
pee the program with the flesibility it 
needs.

In the 1830's a man named Riggs 
travelled up the Black River from Tweed 
and built a saw-mill in Queensboro. At that 
time the village was known as ‘‘Cooksoo- 
_»-kie’’ (an Indian name). 

By 1839 he had built a flour and feed mill 
in connection with the saw mill. Daniel 
Thompson, with his wife came by oxen to 
Queensboro and purchased the flour and 
te Riggs. This was early in the 
"s. eee 
Prior to 1848, Thompson began work on 
a new home. The carpenter lived with the 
Thompson family. Work on the house took 
the better part of two years, due to the face 
the wood work was all done by hand. 
People began to clamour for a post-office 
but the government said they would have 
to choose a name other than ‘‘cooksookie’’. 
Mr. Thompson chose the name Queens- 
- boro, as it was the last land sighted when 
leaving Ireland. He became the postmaster 
for Queensboro and established the first 

‘office righ®in his ows mill.

In the early days, the feed was shipped 
by railway to Queensboro. It was unloaded 
from the cars and bagged for transporting 
it to the mill. This entailed a lot of 
handling; after a number of years the 
railway ceased to operate to Queensboro 
and the grain was then shipped into 
Eldorado by railway and then loaded on a 
truck in a large steel box and delivered to 
the mill. This way was far easier. 

The Thompson home, in the top right 
corner of the picture, has appeared in 
various historical publications.

Many of those people may have 
had only one sexual contact with an 
infected partner. But that’s all it 
takes. The person “with VD can 
infect all those with whom he or she 
comes into se\ual contact — and. all

The only way the present wildfire 
spread of VD can be stopped is by 
quenching every single flame it’s 
composed of: in other words. track- 
ing down and treating everyone who 
has the disease.

Two 
good places to start would 
he television cameras in the 
House of Commons and dele- 
gating more authority to 
House committees.

Good MPs and’ bad PMs 


would be easily identified. 


by the general public, just as 
good and bad government 
policies would be more re- 
cognizable. 


But the most promising 
reform would be reworking 
the House committees. At 
the present time, any MP 
who doesn’t toe the party 
line in commitvee is promptly 
removed. But, in the United 
States, Congressional com- 
mittees have broad powers 
to investigate and legislate. 
House committees could 
provide a platform for com- 
petent backbenchers, giving 
their position some purpose 
und bringing a voice of the 
people back into government:

Are you going broke 
the credit card way? 


By Uwe Manski, CA 


Credit “has its value, but 
its abuse is an invitation to 
a lifetime of indebtedness 
for the financially im- 
mature. It can even lead to 
bankruptcy. 

Credit cards issued’ by 
financial and ‘retail instit- 
utions make credit avail- 
able -to virtually anyone 
who hag ‘a record of 
employment and no serious 
blot on his credit record. 
A credit limit of anywhere 
from $500 to~ $1,500 is 
usually attached to such 
cards -- hardly a_ large 
enough sum to represent a 
crushing burden. 

But when a person has 
four or five such cards, then 
the combined credit that 
becomes available to him 
can mount to thousands of 
dollars. Before long, the 
unwary consumer can find 
himself owing to *each 
lender the maximum credit 
available, without reason- 


able. hope of repayment. 


And there the danger lies. 
_ In 1974 there were 7,000 
personal bankrupts — in 
Canada,’ each owing an 
average of $20,000 and 
each with only about $5,000 
in assets. In 1976 personal 
bankruptcies had increased 
to about 10,000, represent- 
ing a net deficiency to all 
creditors of as much as 
$150-million -- a clear 
example of credit misuse.

Unfortunately, many peor do not 
understand the security behind G.I.C.’s 
nor the options that go with owning them. 
This article purposes to outline some of 
these facts. 

Guaranteed Investment Certificates are 
debt secirities issued by Trust Companies 
whereby, the Trust Company guarantees to 
repay the original deposit and interest. 

i addition to the Trust Company 

uarantee, the Canada Deposit Insurance 
orporation provides insurance seid 
up to $20, per individual, thereby 
pee a guarantee on principal and 
- interest. It is also possible for a married 
couple to increase this coverage as follows. 
Each spouse may purchase a $20,000 GIC 
and they may hold an additional $20,000 
jointly and be covered for a total of $60,000 
with the same trust company. 

Most people don’t realize that this 
coverage is for your combined loss of 
principal and interest. If bankruptcy were 
to occur, GIC’s ‘would rank ahead of 
common and preferred shareholders, 
debenture holders and bond holders. 
For example, an individual may hold 
$40,000 in ABC Trust Company GIC's. 
ABC may declare prosiraly t 72d and pay 50 
cents on the dollar to its GIC creditors. In 
this case, our investor would get back 
$20,000 from the ABC Trust Company and 
another $20,000 from the Canada Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. ° 

GIC's may be purchased by individuals, 
estates, corporations, charitable founda- 
tions, institutions and trusts with a 
minimum purchase amount of $100, There 
is no maximum amount although the

On a monthly pay-out, the minimum 
investment allowed is $5,000. No Trust 
Company will compound the interest on a 
monthly basis, however, quarterly com- 
pounding is permitted. 
Interest rates vary between trust 
companies and investment dealers are able 
to provide clients with the service of 
finding the most attractive current rates 
available. The dealers are paid a finders 
fee by the respective trust company and 
therefore make no charge for this service. 
Interest rates may vary with economic 
conditions and are therefore subject to 
change without notice, but, are fixed to 
maturity when the ceritificates are issued. 
Interest is paid by cheque directly to the 
registered owner, or to a recipient chosen 
by the registered owner, Maturing 
ceritificates may be re-inyésted at the 
current rates or taken back\ by the owner. 
When ‘a GIC is purchased, interest 
accrues immediately although the delivery 
of the certificate can take up to one month. 
GIC’s are redeemable at par phis 
accrued interest on the death of the 
registered owner and paid to the estate of 
the deceased. They are available for yearly 
fixed terms ranging from 1 to 10 years. 
GIC’s with terms longer than five years are 
not insured: by the Canada Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. For this reason the 
5 year term has proven to be the most 
popular with investors. 
GIC’s cannot be cashed in until the date 
they mature, except in the event of the 
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it is believed that there is 
enough stone in the Great 
Wall of China to build an 
eight-foot wall around the 
earth at the equator! 
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holder’s death. This lack of liquidity has 
been the one main argument against this 
type of investment. However, many of the 
trust companies now sell GICs that are 
transferable therefore allowing them to be 
sold prior to maturity on the open market at 
it’s current market value. This market 
value is a function of the current interest 
rates. Transferable ceritificates also allow 
the holder to transfer certiticates as gifts or 
use them as collateral. 

The transferable aspect of GIC’s has 
permitted investment dealers to trade 
them in a secondary market similar to 
bonds. 

Dealers currently provide bids on 
existing GIC’s and they also offer these 
secondary GIC’s to clients priced to yield 
about % to 4 of 1 per cent above current 
rates. As well as receiving a slightly higher 
yield, the investor has the opportunity of 
selecting an odd maturity date such as 2 
years, 9 months, or 3 years, 6 months. 

Investors who plan to purchase GIC's in 
excess of $20, should probably look at 
the underlying trust company to ensure it’s 
safety and stability. Purchases under 
$20,000 should at least be covered by the 
Canada Deposit Insurance Corporation. An 
investor should also consider diversifica- 
tion of GIC'’s by Trust Company and 
maturity dates for his portfolio.

GIC payments are taxed as interest and 
can qualify for your first $1,000 of dividend 
and interest tax free. If you are purchasing 
a compounding GIC where the interest is 
automatically re-invested you should still 
remember to declare the interest each year 
on an accrual basis. If you don’t, you will 
have to pay tax at maturity for all the 
interest. 

Remember the next time you purchase a 
GIC, check to see how often it is 
compounded, whether it is insured, and 
whether or not it is transferable. These 
three features could someday make a bi 
difference. Finally, when selecting a Gl 
remember to compare rates. With over 45 
trust companies in the country, they do 
vary!

He introduced Ahis Competition Bill in March, knowing 
full well when it would come up for hearings. His family 
has been in-and out of politics since Les Frost wore 
knickers. He knows that farmers will be busy as a three- 
legged cat in a sawdust heap at this time of year and will 
find it extremely difficult to muster a defence against this 
Competition Bill. 

Farmers are at their busiest in May and June, espe- 
cially now that so much’ corn is being planted in this 
province. And most farm organizations cannot afford to 
hire full-time lawyers and public relations professionals to 
appear before the committee hearings to fight this traves- 
tyofanact. — :

Initially, the student will require a fair 
amount of supervision, but in time, 
should function as a regular employee, as 
routines are gradually mastered. 

The employer is asked to discuss his 
student’s progress with the teachers from 
the school who will visit throughout the 
year at regular intervals. Periodically, 
the supervisor completes a standard as- 
sessment form.

Program is 
part of the student’s regular training in 
the school program, the Board, through 
the Principal, assumes the same respons- 
ibility for students working in the com- 
munity as it does for students at school. 

The students in the Work Experience 
Program are maintained on the daily 
register of the school in the same manner 
as though their instructional program 
were given completely in the school. 

The school insists that all students 
taking part in the program have written 
parental permission. If the need should 
arise, the school assumes the position of 
liaison between parents and employers. 

The school assumes responsibility for 
all transportation arrangement, whether 
private transportation or public transit) is 


_ used. 


Wherever possible, teachers from the 
school will work with the employer to 
develop proposed training programs. Al- 
though the training programs are_ ulti- 
mately the responsibility of the employ- 
ers, the teachers can offer meaningful 


suggestions and important information 
about the abilities and interests of the 
student involved. 


CAN A STUDENT BE HIRED? 

Although the Work Experience Pro- 
gram is primarily a training program, the 
ultimate objective is to facilitate the 
eventual full-time employment within the 
community. 

Whenever possible, it is hoped that 
employers will seek to hire our students if 
weekend or summer positions become 
available. : | 

If an employer should choose to hire a 
student above the age of eighteen for 
permanent full-time employment, there 
are several programs in existence to pro- 
vide a period of financial assistance. In 
the past two years, two of our students 
have been hired. stats 

The. staff of Bridgewater School are 
most pleased and appreciative of the 
dedication and interest shown by the 
various employers.

Background 


A lot of effort goes into a Provincial Election 


Some 120,000 people and several tons of 
paper and documents go into making a 
provincial general election run according 
to form. 

Thats what it takes to enumerate about 
five million eligible Ontario voters - and to 
give each of them the opportunity to cast a 
ballot for the political candidate of their 
choice. _ 

It all begins in a downtown Toronto 
office - the Ontario election office - where, 
between elections, a permanent staff of 11 
administers the details of accounting; 
purchasing and shipping of materials, the 
gathering of historical data, and the 
training of returning officers. Also the 
Ontario election office is responsible for 
the conduct of any by-elections that are 
called as Well as liquor votes which may 
number almost a hundred per year. 
Between elections, the Election Office 
must be ready at all times for an 
election call, but especially so when a 
minority government is in power. 

When an election is announced, writs 


are issued setting the date and activating 


the election process as set out in the 
Election Act. The Election Office then 
begins supervising, through the returning/ 
officers, the myriad details of voter 
enumeration, preparations for election 
day, overseeing the vote, and of recording 


and publishing the results afterwards. 


This election, set for June 9, will be the 
3lst general election in Ontario since 
Confederation in 1867.

‘In effect, there are 125 elections takin 
place, not just one,’’ Mr. Lewis says. ‘An 
each has its own special problems and 
challenges.” - 

While the Election Office provides 


supervision and guidance, there is - 


considerable reliance placed on the indiv- 
idual returning officer to plan and carry 
out the election in each district, according 
to the Election Act. On average, a 
returning officer will appoint, swear in, 
train and supervise some 1,000 workers - 
an election clerk assistant, 300 to 500 


enumerators who will prepare voters’, 


lists, from 150 to 250 deputy returning 
officers and the same number of poll 
clerks. On election day, each polling place 
in a polling subdivision is staffed by a 
deputy returning officer, or DRO, and a 
poll clerk. 

There are about 25,000 polling subdivis- 
ions throughout the province, each with at 
least one polling place. 

Approximately 50,000 enumerators will 
be hired to make a house-to-house canvas

Cold Water Survival 

The depth and size of some of our lakes 
means that many don’t warm up a great 
deal, even during summer. Only the top 
few inches of water are heated by the sun, 
but currents keep the bulk of water very 
cold. And warm air in early summer is no 
guarantee of warm water, as any serious 
sailor will confirm. 

Immersion in cold water poses a danger 
greater than drowning. 

Hypothermia is the technical term for a 
reduction in body temperature caused by

10 degrees C. Reactions include violent 
shivering, stiffening, loss of co-ordination, 
dulled perception and slurred speech. 
Eventually drowsiness and unconscious- 
ness result, terminating in heart stoppage 
if body temperature drops below 30 
degrees,C (normal is 37 degrees C). 

Techniques developed in the Red Cross 
Cold Water Survival program can h elp 
slow the onset of hypothermia by use of 
heat-retaining positions. 

Tips for water lovers 

So, while water can be fun, it holds 
dangers for the unwary. The Red Cross 
Water Safety Service suggests that 
everyone, whether water-sporting or just 
watching, should know - and be able to act 
on - these tips. 
1. Learn to swim. 
9. Learn rescue breathing techniques. 
3. Wear a personal flotation device (PFD) 
when boating or working around water.

-and you get all the core and do it’’.And 
so they agreed to do it. 

Soon after Hitler’s appointment as 
Chancellor in 1933, his military goals 
became evident. 

He prepared Germany for war, through 
compulsory military training and the 
strengthening of the air force and the 
army. His conquests in Austria, Czechoslo- 
vakia and most importantly Poland, 
brought retaliation from Great Britain and 
France. 

Hitler was, however, unable to dominate 
in Russia where his opposition retained the 
strategic areas. Eventually, Russia invaded 


Germany. 
Dr. Roemer was stationed elsewhere at 
that time, but reports from friends 


described the horrors of invasioh. 

“When the Russians proceeded into 

Poland and then Germany, I know from 

afriends there that prisoners were either 
killed or tortured and killed. A friend of 
mine saw officét's tied up to trees and fires 
made under their foot soles.’’ 

For the people too, the invasion brought 
despair and shame. : 

‘*And the worst was when they came into 
the big towns like Dresden and Berlin. So 
many women were raped. It was so bad 
that every doctor was willing and everyone 
a to abortion because no one wanted 

ildren from these soldiers. . 

In 1945, Hitler committed suicide, 
holding to his promise to win or die. Dr 
Roemer was a Lieutenant. in the army, 
training recruits in Austria, when the news 
came that: Hitler had shot himself. 

Throughout the six years, Dr. Roemer 
had ‘been convinced of the futility of 
German’s war efforts. He still remembers 
the crisis that resulted with the Fuchrer’s 


death. 
“Then came the problem and _ the 
Commanding Officer asked,‘ What shall we 


do? Shall we continue fighting or shall we 
dissolve the unit?" 

Dr. Roemer realized that to continue was 
senseless, but those officers who had been 
trained .in the Nazie Youth Movement 
wished to _procede with. Hitler's plan. 
However, on May 7, 1945, Admiral 
Doenitz, Hitler's successor, agreed to an 
unconditional German surrender. 

After the war Germany was @ desolate 
country full of defeated people. The 
problems faced by the .country were 
numerous, especially with the division of 
the area into four military zones. 

Dr. Roemer wished to leave ermany, but

John Baker, Fruit and Vegetable 
specialist for this area, said the lowbush 
plants were chosen because of their high 
yields and their ability to withstand winter 
weather. 

The severe weather in North Hastings 
would probably kill any highbush 
blueberry plants. The lowbush variety is 
native to this area and will probably adapt 
much better. 


One of the most important factors in 
growing blueberries is the ph factor or soil 
acidity. The ideal range is 4.5 to 5.5. North 
Hastings has 117,000°acres of acid soil in 
this range. Little land in Southern Ontario 
has a suitable ph factor. 

In 1977, blueberry plants from Nova 
Scotia will be started in North Hastings. 
The main objective this year is to study the 
adaptability, growth and development as 
well as the winter survival rate.

Work on 
installing lights is not yet completed but 
is being pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible. Streets are lighted with 10 Arc 
lamps and a number of incandescents, 
which will be added to as the circum- 
stances require. With proper manage- 
ment, we have no doubt the Municipal 
ownership of the Madoc Electric Light 
Plant will be an entire success.

I have decried the hey-rube programs carried by some 
television stations, the Hee-Haws and the Funny Farms, for

presenting farmers to the public as a bunch of stupid nincom- 
poops who would not have enough brains, collectively to 
produce a camel. A camel is supposed to be a horse produced 
by a committee. 

I have been a guest speaker half a dozen times.in the last 
year at various farm meetings. I have mentioned it before 
and I will mention it again: My message is always essentially 
the same. All farmers are going to have to become public 
relations men. They need a new image and they have to get 
used to the fact that a good public relations department is a 
must if they are going to let the public know of their prob- 
lems. : : 

_ Right across this country, the image of marketing boards 
is lousy. , 

It is lousy because people fear monopolies. Monopolies 
are on everybody's dung list these days. Bell Canada, the 
CNR, the CBC, Ontario Hydro and any other monopoly is sus- 
pect. 

Farmers have some reservations about marketing boards, 

too. They honestly disagree about some of the policies and 
-the regulations. They have well-founded fears about the 
power vesteti in some of their executives on marketing 
boards. .

And I can tell you part of the reason why the public image 
of marketing boards is lousy: Because they have been too 
secretive in many cases about their policies and regulations. 
Every board has a couple of skeletons in the closet. 


Many marketing boards hold secret meetings. Or, if they — 


are not held in secret, they conveniently neglect to notify 
reporters. No reporters were invited to the annual meeting 
of the Ontario Chicken Producers Marketing Board recent- 
ly held in Burlington. None were invited to the annual meet- 
ing of the Ontario Turkey Producers Marketing Board earlier 
and only a couple were invited to the semi-annual egg board 
meeting last year. - : 

To compound tke whole affair, the Ontario Farm Products 
Marketing Board, as chronicled in the Globe and Mail and 
repeated a few weeks ago in this corner, regulates all farm- 
er-run marketing boards in this province, does not issue 
news about its decisions. In recent months, that board, the 
watchdog of farmers, has rolled back prices, ordered the 
chicken board to form a new advisory council, quashed an 
egg board quota transfer policy and become entanglec¢ in 
arguments among tobacco and wheat producers. 

This board makes decisions, usually in favor of consumers, 
yet nobody hears anything about them. 

Marketing boards have been the subject of a great deal of 
unfair criticism. Most people have absolutely no idea what 
marketing boards can do or cannot do. Few consumers have 
an inkling of the stresses and strains of marketing farm 
products. 


But I contend that marketing boards have no one but them- ; 


selves to blame if they are misunderstood or maligned. 
They have done little to explain themselves. They have re- 
fused to hire competent public relations people to do the 
explaining because the farmer in the field is frightened to 
think that somebody at head office might get paid more than 
the farmer himself. 

I repeat: Marketing boards are not perfect. They have 
done a lot for farmers and can do a lot more. Until some- 
body comes along with a better idea, marketing boards are 
helpful to farmers. 

But they had better tell the consuming public about it or 
they will go the way of all flesh.

Delazzer, who runs a'school in 
which work doesn’t mean chore, and 
fun doesn’t mean pediatric anarchy, 
thinks that talking to kids about 
health — and, for that matter, about 
anything else — should be frank, 
open, related to their world and 
their interests, simple without being 
patronizing, and, if possible, fun. 

Referring to a recent health-unit- 
sponsored, parent-endorsed program 
using a flavoured fluoride solution, 


_Mr. Delazzer said the school chil- 
“dren responded with a universal 


“yecch” when told they'd all be 
rinsing with the stuff. 

But as soon as the same mixture 
was christened “Bionic Juice,” the 
identification with medicine eva- 
porated. 


As a further reinforcement of 
the fun-and-fantasy approach, the 
school set up a huge and toothy 
inflatable shark and attached a 
slogan — Jaws Rinses with Juice. 

Delazzer takes the fun approach 
to the treatment of routine school 
injuries — playing M*A*S*H (the 
TV series about U.S. military sur- 
geons in Korea) and offering medals 
for bravery in the form of lollipops. 
So far as honesty is concerned, you 
should not con kids; therefore, if 
something medical is going to be 
painful for them, say so. Finally, he 
belieyes children should see doctors, 
dentists. hospitals and talk to health 
care people when the kids are well 
... Not just see them looming a bit 
grighteningly at a time of medical 
need. 

Patrick Woods, who's been in 
hospital quite a few times, agrees. 
He thinks it’s best if doctors and 
nurses explain beforehand what 
they're going to do. . . he also

The human frame has an intri- 
guing and intricate series of joints 
or junctions in it. Without them we 
wouldn't be able to move. 

Sometimes, without proper lubri- 
cation or because of excessive wear 
and tear, these joints fail to mesh — 
rather like what happens when the 
cogs in an automobile transmission 
become worn, and no longer con- 
nect properly with their counter- 
parts on another wheel. 

The two most common diseases 
of joints are osteoarthritis and 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

Osteoarthritis, which occurs 
mainly in older people, affects 
greater numbers of patients than 
rheumatoid arthritis, even though 
rheumatoid arthritis can, and does, 
occur in any age group. 

While medical scientists aren't 
sure precisely what causes osteoarth- 
ritis, a surgeon at Toronto's Ortho- 
paedic and Arthritis Hospital points 
out that a diagnosis of this disease 
doesn’t have to mean disability and 
disaster — as many people believe.

Osteoarthritis, he says. affects main- 
ly the spine and the fingers, and 
regular activity will‘help to keep it 
at bay. When the problem occurs, 
less commonly. in the knees or hips. 
medical or surgical treatment may 
be required as well. 

Can anything be done to prevent 
osteoarthritis? Well. it’s a disease of 
wear and tear even though not just 
old people get it. Overweight and 
poor posture can aggravate a ten- 


dency towards osteoarthritis, and _ 


also by forcing joints to take on 
more work than they can reasonably 
handle. ' 


In rheumatoid arthritis, too, the 
picture is not quite as gloomy as it’s 
generally painted. RA _ generally 
starts with swelling, redness, heat 
and pain in more than one joint. 
Sometimes there’s spontaneous re- 
lief but, where symptoms persist, 


the sufferer should seek out medical 


treatment. 


Again, like osteoarthritis, the 
precise cause of RA is unknown... 
or, at least, there’s no consensus 
about what triggers ‘it.

Mixing prescriptions or any 


other drugs is dangerous

As an increasing number of drugs 
become available to the public, 


_ interaction among these drugs can 


be expected to proliferate. To give 
you some idea of the size of the 
problem of mixing drugs, let me tell 
you that in Dr. Eric Martin's 
weighty volume, called Hazards of 
Medication, there are more than 400 
pages describing drug interactions. 

Dr. Martin, a colleague in the 
American Writers’ Association, has 
made a worthy contribution to the 
literature on medications — and 
particularly to our understanding of 
polypharmacy — the study of what 
two. or more drugs can go when 
they're in the human system at the 
same time. 

You don’t have to go through the 
900-page book to understand the 
extent of the problem. The point is 


- that playing polypharmacy is like

playing Russian Roulette. To lessen 


the dangers, you should be sure to” 


inform your doctor or your pharma- 
cist of other drugs you're taking 
when an additional one is pre- 
scribed. 

Prescription drugs are not the 
only drugs that interact’ with one 
another. The effects of several types 
of medications are heightened, low- 
ered or complicated ‘by simple 
aspirin for example, or by alcohol, 
or even by orange juice. 

Let's look:at the facts. Ascorbic 
acid adversely affects the action of 
about 60 well-known drugs. Alcohol 
and antihistamines produce possibly 
dangerous levels of sedation. Alco-

hol and insulin may trigger irrever- 
sible neurological damage. Antacids 
decrease the absorption of certain 
antibiotics. Librium and codeine 
taken together may precipitate 
coma. Insulin in conjunction with 
the contraceptive pill can increase 
blood sugar levels and decrease glu- 
cose tolerance. Even those dietary 
supplements for hnemic people, or 
old folk, can react dangerously with 
medications being taken .concur- 
rently. aes ; 

This isn’t meant to be scary. We 
need drugs from time to time. And 
mostly we benefit from them. But 
most medications pack a powerful 
punch in order to do what they do. 
Taking two, three or four different 
types can create a possibly danger- 
ous pyramid effect —and the patient 
should be on the alert for adverse 
recations. 

Dr. Martin says: “the common 
but irrational . . . polypharmacy 
(has) become untenable in the light 
of drug interaction information that 
has been accumulated since about 
1960. All possible interactions and 
their causes must be reviewed care- 
fully before a medication is pre- 
scribed so that harmful effects may 
be avoided and therapeutic benefits 
exploited.” 

Since new interactions are con- 
stantly being reported, it’s up to you, 
th patient, to tell your doctor or 
pharmacist what medications you're 
already taking when any other med- 
ication is prescribed. Caution and 
communication are the ways to 
avoid possibly harmful mixed med- 
ications.

The service provides outbound 
travellers with information helpful in 
preventing illness likely to occur during 
travel to tropical and sub-tropical areas. 
Individualized inoculation programs are 
available in conformity with international 
requirements and prescriptions for drugs 
required in preventing certain diseases, 
such as malaria. 


_‘*With so many more people travelling to 
tropical areas both for business and 
vacation, travellers should be prepared,’’ 
commented Dr. D. Lawee, director of the 
service. ‘‘In Ontario we are witnessing a 
marked increase in imported tropical and 

asitic diseases. Simple precautions and 
inoculation prior to travel may avoid such 
unfortunate occurances.”’ 

The service also is committed to update 
and upgrade adult immunization of any 
individual who seeks protection from 
infectious diseases known to be amenable 
to prevention. The non-traveller can also 
take advantage of this service. Negotia- 
tions are currently in progress to enable 
the service to administer yellow fever 
vaccine.

In an effort to find out exactly how the 
device operates in the field, the Centre of 
Forensic Sciences began a pilot project 
involving selected Ontario Provincial Police 
officers in Owen Sound and police officers 
from No. 5 Traffic Division in Toronto and 
four testers - two in each area. 

The project is the first regulated test of 
the device in a field situation in Ontario, 
Lucas said. 

From weekly reports sent in by the 
officers participating in the project, the 
Centre will be looking for answers to 
questions such as: What kind of training is

Lucas called this one of the most difficult 
problems connected with the tester. 

‘‘There’s a range in there of 50 to 100 
milligrams of alcohol per 100 millilitres of

‘If he’s over 100 then he’s going to take 
him to the police. station. But if he’s 
between 50 and 100 then he has to decide 
whether or not he’s going to lay some 
charge, or whether there’s sufficient 
physical evidence of impairment to justify a 
charge anyway, or whether he’s just going 
to release the person with a caution.”’ 

Another important question the’ re-

If the answer to that question is ‘‘yes’’, 
that could mean a very serious impact on 
police manpower, he said. 

‘One charge takes a minimum of seven 
man-hours so you double your number. of 
charges, you \put a drain on your 
manpower. The police would like to know 
at this point what sort of drain there is 
going to be.”’ : 

Outside the police forces who have 
already ordered the testers, many of the 
police forces in the province seem to be 
taking a ‘‘wait and see’’ attitude to the 
ALERT testers, Lucas said. 

Whether or not more police forces decide 
to purchase the testers will probably 
depend on the results of the pilot projects, 
he said.

Most regulations apply to Southern
